probably will bo offered to Clarence Addison Dykslra, president of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Mr. Dykstra's name has been presented to President 
Roosevelt, mid is expected to gel. the President's approval. The chairmanship 
is one of the most important jobs created by Roosevelt's two government re- 
organization plans, which become effective July 1. 


In the Federal Security Agency will 


be the Social Security Board, the Na- 
tional Youth Administration, the Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps, the Public 
Health Service, the Office of Educa- 
tion and the U. E. Employment Ser- 
vice. 


President Roosevelt first offered the 


post to Arthur J. AUrneyor, head of the 
Social Security Board, it is learned, 
Mr. Altriioycr turned it down, prefer- 
ring to take rcappointmcnl ot his pres- 
ent job. He co'rrtcs up for reappoint- 
inont thi ssumcr, and the term of office 
is six years; in that job Mr. Attmcyer 
(whose rcuppointmcnt can be taken for 
granted) will serve' out his term no 
matter who is elected President next 
year. The head of the Federal Secur- 
ity Agency, however, will be like a 
cabinet officer, in that he will keep his 
job only as long as the administration 
which named him stays in. 


AHmcycr to Roche (o Dykstrn 


When Mr. Allmeyer declined the job, 


the President is understood to have 
offered it to Josephine Roche, who was 
assistant secretary of the treasury in 
charge of the Public Health Service 
from December 1, 1934, to November 
1, 1937. Miss Roche declined on the 
ground that she had to devote all her 
ti'm'e to her private business (she owns 
and manages extensive coal mining 
properties in Colorado, and quit her 
treasury job on that account). 


Mr. Altmeyer and Miss Roche, then, 


arp understood to have brought up the 
name of Mr. Dykstra. They enthus- 
iastically approved his appointment, 
won the approval of others in the 
"welfare group" here, and presented 
the name to the President. 


Whether Mr. Dykstra aclualy gets 


the job apparently depends on wheth- 
er he wants it. He ranks high with 
President Roosevelt; indeed, it is be- 
lieved here that Roosevelt was at least 
partly influential in getting the former 
city manager of Cincinnati named head 
of the University of Wisconsin.

Search For Vessel 


SAIGON, French India-Shina.-(/P)— 


French naval authorities after a pro- 
longed search for the submarine Phe- 
nix, lost with G3 men aboard, announc- 
ed Saturday there was not a single 
trace of the underwater craft. 


The submarine submerged Thursday 


morning m the China sea off the bay 
of Cam-Ranh, Indo-China, and was 
scheduled to appear here Friday morn- 
ing. 


The search with all available naval 


units and French airplanes was con- 
tinued Saturday. 


However, virtually all hope of sav- 


ing the men was abandoned by au- 
thorities. It was not known wlietEer 
life-saving apparatus was aboard, 


The sea where the search was car- 


ried out had a depth of about 100 
meters (328 Icet). An immediate na- 
val inquiry was planned but officers 
first needed, to locate the craft. 


The Phenix 'and its crew were fear- 


ed lost. The dive was 'm'ude in Cam-

Eastern Indo-China drop hard down 
to the coast making one of the deep- 
est stretches of water in the China 
Sea. 


The great depth of the water, coupled 


with unavailability of proper rescue 
equipment and failure to locate the 
craft after nearly two full days of 
search, left little hope for rescue. 


The accident was the fourth in the 


the swiftest succession of major trag- 
edies in submarine history. Only 16 
days ago, on June 1, the British sub- 
marine Thetis sank in Liverpool bay 
with a loss of 9D lives; on May 23 the 
American submarine Squalus sank off 
the New Hampshire coast with death 
to 20 and rccuc of 33; and on Feb. 2, 
81 died in the sinking of the Japanese 
submarine I-G3 400 miles southwest of 
Tokyo.

NEW YORK.—A year ago this spring, 


Ihe Maternity Center Association hes- 
itantly announced a class to initiate 
prospective fathers into the mysteries 
of babyhood, then sat back to wait for 
a handful of diffident gentlemen to 
arrive. 


Instead of a handful, 100 papas-to-be 


showed up at the association's tiny of- 
fices. Tile lecturer divided them' into 
;wo groups, but even; so, some of the 
initiates stood up against the wail all 
evening. They had sp many questions 
to ask, the session lasted till 11 o'clock. 


That was only the start. Today, more 


Lhan 400 cities and tqwns hold classes 
on the pattern of the first New York 
session. Chicago, Cleveland, New Ha- 
ven, Washington—cities like these and 
small towns too—run six-week courses 
instructing the prospective father in 
everything from antomy to lessons in 
bathing the baby. 


The Association says the publicity 


resultant from the first New York 


class was responsible for the develop- 
ment of other. classes. Mothers .said: 
"Now if my husband had only had a 
course lik'e that. . ."-.-They said it hi 
health committee meetings." Finally, 
they asked the association: in^.New, 
York ho'wto set up a class'locaiy,* " 


As these requests poured in, the 


staff decided to prepare a syllabus to 
help other organizations plan their 
classes. Now when an inquiry comes 
in, they just ship the syllabus off. 
They're doing that every few days. 


Most popular part o£ the course is 


the session with the model baby, After 
the first class, the association thought 
itgwould drop the child care lesson. 
To a 'irian the papas chorused "No." 
The same thing happened when they 
thought of eliminating diapering from 
the syllabus. "Don't," protested classes 
everywhere. So a seven-pound dummy 
Junior keeps on having his hide stuck 
with pins. 


If he wants to, the prospective fath- 


er can receive cabinet-making instruc- 
tion too. The association has diagrams 
to show how to build simple, inexpen- 
sive cabinets and shelves to take care 
of baby's belongings, Also, it helps 
men budget the new baby. 


No more jittery fathers, says the as- 


sociation, The courses are guaranteed 
to take him out of his floor-pacing, 
cigarette-smoking role the day his wife 
goes to the hospital.

Navy Officer's Chances Don't Sink With Mis Ship 


By I'RESTON GBOVER 


There is an old story hanging around 


the Navy that officers who lose ships 
for whatever cause are doomed to ob- 
livion, with no promotion nor new 
commands in sight, but our probing 
about official files failed to support 
the idea and official sources called it 
a myth. 


We investigated the story because it 


had new birth in connection with the 
recent disaster to the submarine 
Squalus, .commanded by Ljeutenant 
Commander Oliver Negrin. 


Previous experience indicates th#i 


if the board of inquiry finds hJm' at 
fault he will have a hard tune getting 
along in the Navy hereafter. But if 
he is found not at fault .he probably 
will do better than average, for ac- 
counts available sp far indicate b,e 


handled the surviving members of the 
crew in good Navy tradition. 


There aren't many recent examples 


to work with. Besides the Squalus, 
four U, S. submarines have sunk in 
recent years. On three of these the 
commanders died, the F-4 at Honolulu, 
and the S-51 and S-4 near Portsmouth. 


Commended and Promoted 


The lieutenant commander 
of the 


S-5, wwhich was ramhied by a steam- 
er pff the Delaware Cap.es, is now a 
Captain on duty in. the Navy Depart- 
ment here and is a good bet for promo- 
tion to Rear Admiral. 


With the craft dow» at one end, he 


assembled the crew in the other and 
directed that a hole be bored through 
the hu]J. His own shjrt w^s hoisted on 
a stick through th,ejjeie $ux4 waveijl un- 


til it attwgisd a passing oil tanker. The 
tankeffut a bigger hole in the hull 
and the men were brought safely out.

On the other hand, the commander 


of the cruiser Omaha which went 
around among the Florida Keys some 
time ago was relieved of his com- 
Vriand. 


But disaster didn't follow command- 


ers of ships lost during live World War. 
We traced three of them. 


Capt. H. H. Christy was command- 


ing the armored Cruiser San Diego 
when it ran into a mine laid by a Ger- 
man submarine off Fire Island, New 
York. He directed'the removal'of the 
men then jumped into the water as 
t.he cruiser roled over and sank. Later 
he was promoted to rear admiral and 


now is in retirement, living at the 
Army and Navy Club in Washington. 


Other Examples 


Another sample is David W. Bagley, 


commander of the Destroyer Jacob 
Jones sunk by a German submarine 
December 6, 1917, off the coast of Ire- 
land. For his "efficiency, good judg- 
ment and courage" in the emergency 
he was commended by Admiral Sims, 
was steadily promoted and now is a 
Rear Admiral in cowrtnand of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard in San Francisco 
bay. 


Walter N. Vernau was in command 


of a destroyer patrolling off Ireland 
during the war when he sighted a tor- 
pedo headed for his ship. He put his 
ship about and had almost escaped 
\yh,cn the torpedo leaded out of the 


water as if to take a look around, 
veered off on a new angle and hit Ihe 
destroyer far aft, taking off 35 feet of 
the rear of the ship. 


A brave gunner's mate, Osmond K. 


Ingram, seeing the approaching tor- 
pedo, raced to the rear to dump oft 
the depth charges so they would not 
be exploded by the torpedo. He was 
blown to atoms by the blast. The 
destroyer was kept afloat by closing 
her bulkheads and she was towed to 
port next day. 


Vernau was promoted steadily thcre- 


aifter and now is rear admiral in com- 
cand of the 15lh Naval District, the 
Canal Zone. 


Ingrain is comme'morated by being 


the only enlisted man for whom a 
destroyer was named.

tertnls for murder, 


Declining to act in the cases of Jesse 


Hardester of Van Buren county and 
Herbert Leo Holland of Madison coun- 
ty, both 23, the acting governor said 
he felt "the same way Mr, and Mrs, 
Sigmon do about the boys" but be- 
lieved it was a matter which should 
be presented to Governor Carl E. 
Bailey. 


Holland was given life for the 1933 


slayings at Alabama of Nora, Naomi 
Bailey, 16; his brother, Clarence Hol- 
land, 36; and William Boatwright, 23, 
Defense attorneys attributed the slay* 
ings to young Holland's jealous yage 
over attentions paid Mass Bailey by 
Boatwright. 


Hardester received a similar term in 


1934 for slaying of R. F, Lee at Rupert. 


Released, on one year furloughs in 


1936 by former Governor J, M, Fulrejl, 
they went to California and obtained 
employment.

Fifteen years ago a survey made by 


the U. S. Public Health Service indi- 
cated to the experts that there were 
between 110,000 nnd 150,000 people in 
the UnitediStates who were addicted to 
various forms of opUtiri. Women seem- 
ed to be mitch more likely to become 
addicted to. the drug than did men. 
Indeed, it was rather well established 
before the new narcotic Inws were 
passed that about two women were 
addicted 
to every man. The fig- 


ures now seem to indicate that four 
men are addicted for every one wo- 
man. 


It is believed that' women become 


'addicted "in the earlier days because 
they led a more secluded and sedentary 
life and: that they treated themselves 
Jwith drug preparations 
containing 


dope or opium for all sorts of real ov 
fir/aginary ills. O'nce, however, the use 
of such remedies was brought under 
control; it was not easily possible for 
•women to obtain drugs; naturally wo- 
men are much more law-abiding than 
are men and are not as Hkcly to getj 
nto bad environment as are men. 


Investigators 
of the U. S. Public 


Health Service point out that women 
were.treated and cured in great num- 
bers following the passing of the nar- 
cotic laws and that theragter women 
avoided illegal contacts with opium. 
Men were still able to make such con- 
tacts and thus became addicted to the 
drugs. 


The person who takes drugs and 


becomes addicted to thefrrt does so be- 
cause he is emotionally unstable and 
is unable to adjust himself to his en- 
;virbnment. He feels restless, dsicon- 
;tented and inferior. The taking ot a 
drug which breaks down his mental 


physciicms are. investigating the nature 
of narcotic addiction ami are under- 
taking work to rehabilitate narcotic 
addicts who are admitted to the farms. 
The narcotic addict who may be com- 
mitted to one of the farms i,s of course, 


not free to go ns he will, but he is 
treated as a patient "atid not as a pris- 
oner. 


The method of treatment; usually 


followed is to withdraw the clrtig, rap- 
idly frorri the patient, taking cure of 
his physical health in the meantime so 
that he will not suffer unduly or ser- 
iously, This process requires from ten 
days to two weeks, after which meas- 
ures are begun leading to the rehabi 
litntlon of the patient from both the 
mental and physical points of view. 


It is recognized also that there arc 


addictions to marihuana and cocaine, 
but these addictions are believed to be 
•more of a police problem than addic- 
tion to opium.

"Articles intended to bo rubbed, pour- 
ed, sqprinkledj or sprayed on, intro- 
duced into, or otherwise applied to 
the human body or any part thereof 
for cleansing, beautifying, promoting 
attractiveness or altering the appear 
ranee." (Soaps are excluded.) 
In- 


formation on Ihe label must < include 
name and place of business of manu- 
facturer, packer or distributor, an ac- 
curate statement of contents in terms 
of weight measure or numerical• count. 
—in language easily understandable to 
the average person. 
Manufacturers 


ej'e not required 
to put 
cosmetic 


formulas on the label.

FDR Considers New 
Spending Program 


Housing, Highvyays, Rail- 


roads, Electrification 


Are in Field 


WASHINGTON.— W — Administra- 


tion leaders disclosed Friday that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is considering a new 
lencling-spending program 
in such 


fields as housing, highways, railroads, 
rural electrification, and alleviation of 
farm tenancy problems. 


The president himself confirmed this 


in part Friday wwhen he said he was 
studying the idea of-a new industrial 
lending program, involving self- liqui- 
dating projects which, 'he declared, 
would add nothing to the public debt. 
He spoke particularly of a federal cor- 
poration to buy new railroad equip- 
ment, and lease it to railroads. Re- 
ports sal dthe initial.cost of this pro- 
ject might be between ?300,000,000 and 
$500,000,000. 


Other officials said four other ma- 


jor proposals had been laid before 
the president by his ranking fiscal ad- 
visers. They are: 


1—Creation of a "federal toll author- 


ity' to undertake highways, bridges 
tunnels and other works projects con- 
sidered likely to pay for themselves. 


2—Stimulating housing construction 


by (A) increasing the limit of United, 
States housing authority projects fronv 
$500,000,000 to 51,300,000,000; and (B) by 
reducing the maximum interest rate on 
Federal Housing Administration loans 
from five to four and one-half per 
cent to cut the financing costs on pri- 
vate residential construction. 


3—Liberalizing rural electrification 


authority loans to stimulate construc- 
tion of co-operative power lines in 
rural territories. 


4—Expansion of the farm tenancy 


program Under the present program, 
which starts July 1, ?50,000,000 a year 
is ot be used to buy farms for tenants, 
who are to pay for them within 40 
years at three per cent interest. 


One thing officials stressed about 


the projects was that none would add 
either to the treasury's deficit or di- 
rect debt. The funds would be bor- 
rowed directly by the spending agen- 
cies from-the public, and these agency
